Depredations of the modern poacher are not confined to game 
birds. 
Even rural resident« has been a spectator to the delight some 
huntsmen take in wantonly destroying songbirds so greatly cherished and 
so rapidly becoming extinct, purely it is not their love for meat which 
prompts them to stifle the sweet woodland melodies. Those knowing the 
type would sooner believe that they are actuated more by the desire 
to take life and to pander to their pride of marksmanship. 
It is fuliy established that the United States would have been de 
void of virtually all wild life years ago had the majority of hunters not 
been thoughtful sportsmen. In the observance of the game laws and the 
conservation of wild life the sportsman sacrifices nothing because they

VOTING BY LIGHTS 
California's legislators at future sessions in Sacramento may aban 
don the traditional “ayes” and “noes”; vocally expressed, for the more 
efficient electric voting system which displays the verdict on a meas 
ure on a scoreboard. 
Under the present system a legislator's vote is often forgotten as 
soon as he has voiced it. In a body of 80 members, such as the assem 
bly, even those beyond the half way mark on the roll call are not al­ 
ways aware of how their colleagues voted. 
The records, of course, re­ 
veal the story to those who care to refer to them. 
Under the proposed electric voting plan, members have a “yes 
button and a “no” button on their desks and when a roll call is to be 
taken, they press that which expresses their choice on the question be 
fore them. As the buttons are pressed, lights visible to all indicate how 
a member has voted. The record is then made permanent. 
Such a system ought to encourage greater care in voting. 
When 
the record is visible to all who care to observe, a legislator is going to 
give more thought to which button he presses. 
Whether it will elimin­ 
ate the trading of votes is questionable. 
And it is not to be overlooked 
that members in the habit of following the leader instead of using their 
own judgment will find it easier to determine on which side of the fence 
to jump. 
The cost to the state probably will be the determining factor in the 
installation of the electric voting plan. An emissary of a legislative com­ 
mittee, just returned from a visit to legislative chambers in other state 
capitals, is reported to be ready to recommend its adoption by California

was in an emergency hospital here 
today suffering from the effects of 
poison taken in a mysterious sui-1 
cide attempt, according to police; 
records. 
Miss Norton rode to the hospital 
in an expensive automobile, parked 
it outside the hospital and register­ 
ed as Inez Mitchell of Hollywood. 
In the automobile police found 
ownership papers which identified 
her as Inez Norton. 
The police surgeon reported that 
she had taken only a mild poison 
and would probably recover. 
Miss Norton listed her occupation 
as an actress and said that she was 
28 years old. 
No motive for the attem pt could 
be discovered. 
The girl had won $20,000 in insur­ 
ance, left her by Rothstein, in 1930, 
despite a contest with Mrs. Roth- 
stein, who 
protested 
the 
blonde 
showgirl’s claim. 
Police Mystified 
Los Angeles, Cal., Aug, 18.—Why 
blonde Inez Norton, who wras the re­ 
puted sweetheart of Arnold Roth­ 
stein, slain New York gambler, took 
poison in a suicide attempt, was a 
mystery Los Angeles police today 
were endeavoring to solve. 
Miss Norton, a former follies girl 
today was taken to her luxurious 
apartm ent in an exclusive residen­ 
tial district and remained under the 
care of a physician. 
Had Ample Funds 
She told police she w’as unem­ 
ployed and “broke,” but officers re­ 
called she was reported to have re­ 
ceived $75,000, including $20,000 in 
insurance, from Rothstein and his 
estate. 
Her apartm ent and the expensive 
automobile in which she took the 
poison would indicate she had ample 
funds, polioe detectives said. 
After swallowing poison Miss Nor­ 
ton, police said, evidently changed 
her mind about wanting to die and 
drove rapidly to a police hospital for 
emergency treatment. 
She arrived 
there shortly after midnight. 
At the hospital she first gave the 
name of Inez Mitchell and her age 
as 28. Police, however, learend her

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—Stump­

President Hoover’s law enforcement 
commission today made

voluminous report on 
the 
subject 
that was lacking in conclusion. The 
results totaled a 
quarter 
million 
words, but it was stated at the out­ 
set, "We find it impassible compre­ 
hensively to discuss the causes of 
crime or factors in non-observance 
of law*." 
It w’as indicated that unemploy­ 
ment, bad 
environment, 
political 
corruption and defective mentality 
were probable factors, among others, 
in leading nr-* and women into un­ 
lawful pursuit, but for an answer as 
to the extent, it was asserted fur­ 
ther studies would be required 
by 
other agencies. 
Avoid "Wet” Issue 
In - m y quarters, 
surprise 
was 
manifested at the manner in which 
the commission soft pedaled prohi­ 
bition as a cause of crime. 
In all 
the 800 pages of the report, crimin­ 
ality inspired by the liquor traffic 
was touched upon only in a single 
paragraph and a foot ote of similar 
length. Th s reference came in pass­ 
ing in a chapter devoted to "politi­ 
cal factors.” 
It said: 
"When particular types of 
or­ 
ganized criminals are examined, the 
operatioin of other contributory fac­ 
tors become evident. 
The activity 
of the bootleg 
gang, 
termed 
the 
greatest menace of organized crime 
by the Illinois crime survey, 
with 
their consequent toll of homicide, 
murder and violence, would not be 
possible without the demand for in- 


toxicating 
liquors 
and 
the 
tre­ 
mendous profit to be made in sup­ 
plying it." 
The footnote said, in part: 
"The underworlds 
of 
the 
large 
cities 
have 
been 
tremendously 
strengthened by the manufacturers 
and 
distributors 
of 
intoxicating 
liquors. 
The immense profits de­ 
rived from this source have become 
the backbone of criminal organiza­ 
tion in many of these cities.” 
Nine members, headed by Chair­ 
man George W. Wickersham, signed 
the report. 
Minority Report 
The signature of Judge William S. 
Kenyon of Iowa, was not appended. 
Henry W. Anderson of Virginia, in­ 
serted a minority report in which he 
accused his colleagues of having fail­ 
ed to follow the president’s instruc­ 
tions to "Make accurate determina­ 
tion- ©f ‘fact and cause*, and follow 
these with ‘constructive, courageous 
conclusions which will bring public 
understanding and command public 
support of its solutions.’ ” 
Anderson recommended:—"There 
should be a thorough 
and 
cour­ 
ageous re-examination of tfne prin 
ciples and structure of our 
social, 
political, legal, and economic sys 
tern with a view to their 
orderly 
adaptation to the rapidly changing 
conditions.” 
He further urged the 
establishment, in a proper federal 
department, of 
an 
"institut© 
of 
human research,” which w'ould con­ 
tinue the studies of sociology.

Inhalation 
Of Objects 
Is Frequent 


S c i e n c e Of Bronchoscopy 
Advancing, Doctor 
States 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
A spendid advance 
in 
medical 
science has been the development of 
what 
is 
called 
bronchoscopy. It 
means the ability to see into 
the 
trachea and bronchi—the windpipe 
—and to extract objects from their 
depths. 
It is far easier than you would 
think to inhale a foreign body. Ba­ 
bies and children are the most fre­ 
quent victims, but older persons of­ 
ten are included. 
You would think that the foreign 
body would choke the life out of 
you as it went into the windpipe. 
The surprising thing is how easily 
it goes down and how little trouble 
it makes for a while, after it gets 
there. The baby is seated playing 
on the floor with a button, or a 
tack, or a small metal top, and sud­ 
denly mother notices the plaything 
has disappeared. The baby looks 
solemn, but normal. Then in a few 
hours or days the baby develops a 
cough or an asthmatic attack which 
persists until the X-ray shows the 
button or tack or safety pin or toy 
jammed in the windpipe. 
A friend of mine had an experi­ 
ence of this sort and describes it 
very interestingly. He was 
care­ 
fully tapping his front teeth with 
a pin while walking up and down 
his office thinking over some prob­ 
lem. Suddenly he looked at his fin­ 
gers and noticed the pin was gone. 
He had just fetched a deep sigh and 
presto—no pin. He looked all over 
the floor for It, and then thought it 
might have been inhaled. Had an 
X-ray of his chest taken and there 
it was. He said that as it went past 
the glottis it caused no sensation or 
discomfort of any kind. Fortunate­ 
ly he was able to have it removed 
promptly. 
Objects, frequently inhaled by ba­ 
bies and children include a special 
part of chicken bone—part of the 
breast which 
is thin 
and 
easily 
breaks off. Beads should never be 
given to a baby to play with unless 
they are strung together. Coins, 
buttons, 
safety 
pins, 
watermelon 
seeds, fragments of egg shell, 
and 
fish bones are others. 
Peanut shells are especially dan­ 
gerous as they set up an extremely 
severe and irritating bronchitis and 
are hard to remove. 
Never allow a child to chew a pen- ] 
cil or a toothpick or a grass stalk, 
as fragments of these may be in­ 
haled. And set a good example by 
not doing it yourself. 
Dr. Chevalier Jackson of Philadel­ 
phia. who has done such splendid 
pioneer work in this field and who 
has removed thousands of foreign 
bodies from the windpipes of 
pa­ 
tients says that 90 per cent of such 
accidents are due to carelessness— 
"Carelessness in the pr&paration of 
foods, carelessness in putting Ined­ 
ible objects in the month and care­ 
lessness of parents and nurses.”

M e Will Rogers 
To Help In Slaying 
Herd Of Buffaloes 


GOODNIGHT, Tex., Aug. 18.—The 
last great herd of the “Monarchs of 
the Plains”, survivors of a shaggy 
legion that once roamed the west­ 
ern United States in immense num­ 
bers, soon 
will 
disappear, unlMts 
public sentiment intervenes. 
The famous Godnight herd of wild 
buffaloes will be disposed of by 
means of a huge hunt, in which Will 
Rogers, Tom Mix and other celebri­ 
ties have been invited to take part. 
The hunt will be held in Novem­ 
ber. on the famous Goodnight rwich 
of Armstrong county, established in 
1876 by Col. Charles Goodnight, pio­ 
neer cattleman of the Texas Pan- 
handle. 
In the early days of the Good­ 
night ranch, one of the largest in 
the West, only 
a 
few buffaloes 
roamed the plains country. 
At the 
suggestion of Mrs. Goodnight the 
colonel roped and corraled 
three 
calves, a bull and two heifers. 
From these progenitors Goodnight 
bred the huge herd, which at one 
time numbered more than 2,000 
head. Recently the herd has been 
thinned out until about 200 animals 
grazed peacefully on the Goodnight 
lands. 
Not only will the buffaloes be dis­ 
posed of, but the Goodnight ranch 
also will be broken up. The ranch 
comprises 40,000 acres, lying two 
miles west of Clarendon, and ad­ 
joins the JA ranch, also established 
by Goodnight and now owned by 
the estate of Lady Adair of London. 
Several of the younger buffaloes 
will be sold or donated to zoos, the 
majority of the herd will be hunted 
down and slaughtered in oldtime 
western style. 
Indian braves from the Kiowa 
tribe also will attend the hunt and 
one of their number will be allowed 
to slay a buffalo with bow and ar­ 
row.

Union Telephone Company, an in­ 
dependent system, which passed out 
of existence 
quite 
a 
number of 
years ago. The Bell System under 
the name previously mentioned be­ 
gan business in New Castle in 1881 
with twenty-five or thirty subscrib­ 
ers. They now have many thous­ 
ands of subscribers here. This sys­ 
tem has continued to grow con­ 
sistently through the intervening 
years until now this city is the cen­ 
ter of one of the busiest districts of 
the Bell 
Telephone 
company in 
Western Pennsylvania, with all the 
latest equipment and the possibility 
of telephoning any place in the en­ 
tire world. The Citizens Telephone 
company and its successor com­ 
pany started with 110 subscribers 
and grew for quite a number of 
years until its clientele reached ap­ 
proximately 1,500. 
In the course 
of time, however, its patronage be­ 
gan to decrease, until finally it went 
into the hands of a receiver and 
finally out of business. There was 
one advantage, especially 
to 
the 
business men of the district, in the 
passing of the independent tele­ 
phone company and that was the 
reduction in the expense of main­ 
taining two different telephones.
